1.  Operational  Significant  Activities. 

a.  During  the  month  of  November,  the  Phu  Lam  Mir  or  Relay  received 
seven  new  circuits  as  a  result  of  the  deactivation  of  the  Cu  Chi  Relay, 
These  seven  circuits  effectively  doubled  the  traffic  load  on  the  station. 
By  the  end  of  November^  the  Phu  Lam  rolay  had  reached  the  high  point  In 
the  number  of  circuits  handled  with  a  total  of  31,  This  number  was  to 
gradually  decrease  throughout  the  reporting  period  until  13  circuits  were 
left  on  30  April  1971. 

b.  On  25  November  1970,  representatives  of  the  Magnavox  Research 

I  iboratories  arrived  at  the  Ba  Queo  SATC0M  Site  to  perform  a  configura¬ 
tion  audit  of  the  AN/URC-55  equipment.  The  audit  lasted  until  4  Decem¬ 
ber. 


c.  On  15  December  1970,  the  SATC0M  facility  at  Nha  Trang  was  de¬ 
activated,  At  the  time  of  deactivation,  the  site  had  already  surpassed 
the  2,000  hour  mark  for  operation  without  a  reportable  equipment  failure. 
When  disassembled  the  site  was  shipped  to  Ft.  Monmouth  N.J.  to  be  used  as 
a  training  facility, 

d.  The  Ba  Queo  SATCOM  site  established  a  new  record  when  it  ac¬ 
cumulated  2,983  hours  of  operation  without  a  reportable  equipment  failure 
before  its  outage  on  19  December  1970.

On  5  January  tho  AMARS  unit 
was  rotumod  to  service.  On  7  January  a  manual  ZV<*  unit  was  installed 
as  a  back-up  for  the  AMARS  unit. 

f.  The  Signal  Support  Agency  Phu  Lam  held  a  Change  of  Command 
ceremony  on  31  January  1971.  LTC  Norman  W.  Sparks  departed  the  Agency 
and  LTC  Raymond  J.  Tourtillott  assumed  command, 

g.  The  Tobyhanna  Tapo-transport  Team  arrived  at  the  Phu  Lam  ASC  to 
perform  the  semi-annual  maintenance  on  4  February  1971*  On  11  February 
the  Tobyhanna  Drum  lb  am  arrived  to  perform  the  semi-annual  maintenance 
on  the  ASC' s  two  drums, 

h.  The  Radio  and  Wire  Operations  Company  was  formally  relieved  of 
its  responsibility  for  tho  operation  of  the  High  Frequency  Receiver  & 
Transmitter  Sites  on  15  February  1971.  Operations  had  previously 
ceased  and  the  site  had  been,  in  effect,  deactivated  on  15  October  1970. 
The  Company  shipped  its  transmitter  radio  sets  and  associated  test 
equipment  to  CONUS  in  February. 

i.  The  Radio  It  Wire  Operations  Company's  mission  to  maintain  the 
Phu  Lam  telephone  system  was  turned  over  to  the  Federal  Electric  Cor¬ 
poration  on  1  March  1971.

(l)  Security  Clearances  for  COMSEC  Repairmen. 

(a)  Observation!  Numerous  32F  personnel,  CtMSEC  Repairmen, 
arrive  in  this  oommand  from  CONUS  without  a  Final  Secret  clearance. 

(b)  Evaluation!  Wit..o«t  at  least  a  Final  Secret  clearance, 

these  men  are  unable  to  work  in  their  MOS.  It  takes  a  Top  Secret 
clearance  to  work  COMSEC  and  EM  oan  receive  an  Interim  Top  Secret  clear¬ 
ance  only  if  he  has  a  Final  Secret  clearance.  Obtaining  the  Final  Secret 
and  Top  Secret  clearances  takes  a  considerable  length  of  time  because 
this  oommand  must  request  the  clearances  from  CONUS.  Experience  has  in¬ 
dicated  that  a  minimum  of  30  days  is  required.  This  penalty  is  especi¬ 
ally  significant  when  consideration  is  given  to  the  fact  that  this  is  a 
short  tour  area,  4 

(0)  Recommendation!  That  all  EM  undergoing  32F  MOS  train¬ 
ing  reoeive,  as  a  minimum,  a  Final  Secret  clearance  early  in  their 
schooling  so  that  they  will  arrive  fully  prepared  for  field  service.

(2)  Proper  Training  for  UPS  Personnel! 

(a)  Observation!  Tho  Phu  Lam  ASC  is  authorized  three  power 
maintenance  men  with  the  MCS  52C?0,  Vfhen  these  personnel  enter  this 
organization,  thoir  ability  to  maintain  the  UPS  system  is  negligible. 

In  order  to  provide  effective  maintenance  in  tho  UPS  system,  it  is  necos- 
aary  that  tho  ASC  provide  extensive  training  to  these  individuals  so 
that  they  may  become  competent  maintenance  men, 

(b)  Evaluation!  Tho  training  necessary  to  provide  the  52C20 
with  sufficient  knowledge  to  be  effective  is  a  large  effort.  The  major 
area  of  concern  is  a  lack  of  familiarization  with  the  specific  circuitry 
used  in  the  UPS  system  and  with  the  general  theories  of  solid  state 
electronics.  The  difficulty  of  tho  circuitry  discipline  covered  in  the 
training  course  has  made  it  necessary  for  the  training  period  to  extend 
over  a  long  period  of  timo.  The  result  is  that  only  a  minimal  amount  of 
time  is  loft  in  tho  tour  for  the  maui  to  bo  a  fully  trained  UPS  technician. 

(c)  Recommendations  1  It  is  recommended  that  the  Army 
Englnoer  School  at  Ft.  Belvoir,  Virginia,  which  offers  tho  52C20  MOS 
producing  courso  oithor  initiate  a  new  course  covering  tho  maintenance 
of  tho  power  systom  simlliar  to  the  UPS  Systom  or  oxpand  the  current 
52C20  courso  to  include  the  study  of  electronic  circuity,
